Or, 
if there is no “compulsory enfran- 
chisement,” which means separa- 
tion of the owner from his proper- 
ty, then there are to be ‘“‘such ad- 
justments of the terms of the ten- 
ancy aS may seem fair to the tri- 
bunal.” 

At present if the tenant dares to 
make improvements to the house 
which he leases he may be fined 
heavily by his landlord for doing 
so. In any case, the improvements 
become the property of the land- 
lord upon the expiration of the 
lease and, even if detachable, can- 
not be taken away by the tenant, 
but his rent may be raised when 
the lease is up because of the im- 
provements.

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SEEKS TO AIR ROW 
OVER NEW LAND LAW. 
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State Department Gives Im- 
pression It Favors Pub- 
licity, but This Is Dis- 
puted Elsewhere.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The 
rontroversy between the State De- 
partment and the Government of 
Mexico over the Mexican land and 


petroleum acts reached the Senate 
‘oday. Senator Norris (Rep.) of 
Nebraska introduced a resolution 
»equesting the State Department to 
inform the Senate “whether the 
\lexican Government, had objected 
‘o publication of the notes whien 


lave been exchanged on the sub- 
ject, and if so, on what ground it 
objected. 

Norris’ action is more significant 
than may appear-on its face. IH 
actually is the beginning of an ef- | 
fort to bring the whole dispute into 
the open, and to end the secrecy 
which has surrounded the diplo- 
tnatic discussion. This effort has 
the hearty support. of Senator 
Borah (Rep.) of Idaho, Chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
, tee, and, therefore, the resolutios 
is very likely to pass, but before it. 
cary pass there may. he develop-. 
ments either at the State “Depart. | 
ment or at Mexico City which willl | 
serve the sane purpose. ne 

Senators Want Case Aired. 
Borah, Norris and a number Of | 

other Senators have been restive 
under the sécrecy with which the 
Mexican correspondence was car- 
ried on, and theif restiveness has 
increased as if became + obvious 
that the controversy; was reaching 
serious proportions. > Hence thelr 
determination to have the whols 
business out into the Hght. 

The immediate Tause of the res- 
olution, Norris said, was an ar- 
ticle published in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch of Feb. 7, which, after 
stating the issues and reviewing 
the history of the controversy, 
concluded with thin, statement: 

“An effort has be#n made at the 
State Department give the im- 
pression that ‘Secretary Kellogg 
wants the entire correspondence 
published, but has heen unable to 
ret the consent of the Mextean 
f;overnment. In Mexican quarters 
fhe vriter was -bluntly informed 
that this proposal had come from 
he Mexican Government, and had 
not heen a ‘cepted. by the State Te.
